Harrisburg. June ll (AP).—Two 
historic Pennsylvania German con­ 
gregations will observe their feast of 
roses Sunday by paying the rental 
on their church properties, each 
with a rose, to fulfill contracts made 
long ago. 
In Berks county, hundreds will 
gather In the Richland countryside, 
were Casper Wlstar in 1745 set aside 
IOO acres of land for the Tulpehock- 
en Trinity Reformed worshippers. 
He stipulated that every June they 
should pay a deep red rose. 
Thirty-five years ago, a white rose 
of gratitude to the descendants of 
the hardy pioneer was added by the 
church folk. 
In Manheim, not far from Lan­ 
caster, a similar ceremony will be 
in progress on ground given the 
Zion Evangelical Lutheran church 
by the dashing "Baron” William 
Heinrick Stiegel, 165 years ago for 
—"in the month of June yearly for­ 
ever hereafter the rent of one red 
rose,” as the old deed specified. 
With the Revolution came pover­ 
ty and destruction. 
The “Baron” 
invested heavily, but unwisely. 
He 
sold his prized possessions at auc­ 
tion, but even this failed to keep 
him from a debtor’s prison. 
He became a wandering book­ 
keeper and music teacher.
